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Repeater Link Finished! 


Work on the Edinburgh Link site 1s complete. After eight hours on the 170 ft tower Mike Rose KCOWLR 
finished mounting the Ringo Ranger antenna, checking the hardline and re-sealing couplers for the VHF and 
UHF antennas. The thousand foot antenna elevation should give MARC excellent coverage in the southern half 
of Johnson county and adjacent counties. A new controller at the Repeater site will complete the installation. 
Our thanks to the repeater technical committee including Steve Ellis AF9SE, Steve Carmean K9DY, Steve 
Brown N9OLC, Marc Snell KC9CCM, Jack Parker W8ISH and Bob Jones KCONJM for all their hard work to 
pull this together under very hot conditions. Of course, no ham project is done without inclement weather. 


The August 31, 2013 first day of installation took seven hours. Mike KCOWLR spent six of those hours 
climbing the tower to install the Ringo Ranger and check an existing hardline for use. More coax had to be 
added to reach the 170 foot antenna. At the end of the record hot day it was 94 degrees with a heat index of 101 
degrees. While Mike was enjoying the view and a cool breeze the ground crew was dying of heat exposure. 


The Yaesu 8800R duel band radio was installed and tested the following Saturday. It is programmed for cross- 
link operation. Problems were found in the hardline upon testing for SWR. Our crew spent September th 
removing a corroded N-connector on the shack end of the cable. It was repaired and Mike Rose climbed again 
on Sunday to reconnect the antenna to the hardline. Tests indicated a 1:1 reading. We are good to go. Next 
step 1s purchase the controller and plug it in. Link communications has developed a new controller with the 
options we desire. We hope to have it before the end of September. Stay tuned.
